"bad man." 
The whole affair sank to 
the deeper deeps of rancor and sav age­ 
ness. The poor woman who had killed 
lerself was dragged ou t of her grav e 
and paraded on tho usands of reams 
Df paper as a marty r and a v ictim to 
Day lig ht's fero cio us brutality . 
He was like a big bear raiding a 
>ee-hiv e, and, reg ardless o f the sting s, 
le o bstinately persisted in pawing fo r 
Iv * ho ney . He g ritted his teeth 
and 
struck back. Beg inning with a raid o n 
wo steamship co mpanies, it dev elo p- 
id into a pitched battle with a city , 
itate and co ntinental co ast line Al­ 
lied with him, o n a splendid 
salary , 
With princely picking s thro wn in. w'as 
I lawy er, Larry Heg an, a y o ung Irish­ 
man 
ith a reputatio n to make, and 
wi 
- peculiar g enius had been un- 
I f 
W ll 
had picked 


u p with him. It was Hegan who gu ided | 
Day light throu gh the 
intricacies 
of j 
modern politics, 
labor 
organization, : 
and commercial and corporation law. 
It was Hegan, prolific of resou rce and 
su ggestion, 
who 
opened Day light’s ; 
ey es to u ndreamed-of possibilities 
in 
twentieth-centu ry warfare; and it was : 
Day light, 
rejecting, 
accepting, 
and 
elaborating, 
who 
planned 
the cam­ 
paigns and prosecu ted them. With the 
Pacific coast, from Pu get Sou nd 
to 
Panama, bu zzing and hu mming, 
and 
with San Francisco fu riou sly abou t his 
ears, the two big steamship companies 
had all the appearance of winning. It 
looked as if Bu rning Day light was be­ 
ing beaten slowly to his kne^s 
And 
then he stru ck—at the steamship com­ 
panies, at San Francisco, at the whole 
Pacific coast. 
It was not mu ch of a blow' at first. 
A Christian Endeav or conv ention was 
being held in San Francisco, a row 
was started by Ex press Driv ers’ Union 
No. 9 27 ov er the handling of a small 
heap of baggage at Ferry Bu ilding. A 
few heads were broken, a score of ar­ 
rests made, and the baggage was de­ 
liv ered. 
No one wou ld hav e gu essed 
that behind this petty wrangle was 
the fine Irish hand of Hegan, made 
potent by the Klondike gold of Bu rn­ 
ing Day light.

The bu tchers and meat cu tters refu sed 
to handle meat destined for u nfair 
restau rants. 
The combined Employ ­ 
ers’ Associations pu t u p a solid front, 
and fou nd facing them the 40,000 or­ 
ganized laborers 
of San 
Francisco. 
The restau rant bakers and the bakery ; 
wagon driv ers stru ck, followed by the j 
milkers, milk driv ers 
and 
chicken 
pickers. 
The bu ilding trades asserted j 
Its position in u nambigu ou s terms, and 
all San Francisco was in tu rmoil. 
Bu t still, it was only San Francisco, j 
Hegan’s intrigu es were masterly , and 
Day light’s 
campaign 
steadily dev el­ 
oped. 
The powerfu l fighting organi­ 
zation known as the Pacific Slope Sea­ 
man’s Union refu sed to work v essels 
the cargoes of which 
were 
to 
be 
handled by scab 
longshoremen 
and 
freight handlers. The u nion presented t 
its u ltimatu m, and then called a strike. 
This had been Day light’s objectiv e all 
the time. 
Ev ery inco ming coastwise 
v essel was boarded by the u nion o ffi­ 
cials and its crew sent asho re. 
And ! 
with the seamen went the firemen, the j 
eng ineers and the 
sea 
co o ks 
and 
waiters. 
Daily the number o f idle 
steamers increased. 
It was impo ssi­ 
ble to g et scab crews, fo r the men o f 
the Seamen’s 
Unio n were 
fig hters 
trained in the hard scho o l o f the sea. 
and when they went o ut it meant 
blo o d and death to scabs. This phase 


of the strike spread u p and down the 
entire Pacific coast, u ntil all the ports 
were filled with idle ships, and sea 
transportation was at a standstill. The 
day s and weeks dragged ou t, and the 
strike held. 
The Coastwise Steam 
Nav igation Company and the Hawaii­ 
an, Nicaragu an, and Pacific-Mex ican 
Steamship Company were tied u p com­ 
pletely . 
The ex penses of combating I 
the strike were tremendou s, and they 
were earning nothing, while daily the 
situ ation went from bad to worse, u n- j 
til "peace at any price” became the 
cry . 
And still there w'as no peace, j 
u ntil Day light and hi9 allies play ed ou t 
their hand, raked in the winnings, and 
allowed a goodly portion of a conti-; 
nent to reslime bu siness. 
Day light’s coming to civ ilization had j 
not improv ed him. 
Tru e, he wore 
better clothes, had learned slightly 
better manners, and spoke better Eng- 
j 
lish. Bu t he had hardened, and at the 
ex pense of his old-time, whole-sou led 
geniality . 
Ev en his hu man affiliations 
were descending. Play ing a lone hand, 
contemptu ou s of most of the men with j 
whom he play ed, lacking in sy mpathy 
or u nderstanding of them, and certain­ 
ly independent of them, he fou nd lit- I

The desire to 
get ou t of the city for a whiff of cou n­ 
try air and for a change of scene was 
the cau se.

He left the co untry ro ad at 
the first g ate he came to and cantered 
thro ug h a hay fleld. 
The g rain wa« j 
waist-hig h o n either side the wag o n- 
ro ad, and he sniffed the warm aro ma 
o f it with delig hted no strils. 
At the 
base o f the kno lls he enco untered a 
tumble-do wn stake-and-rider fence. 
He tethered the 
ho rse and 
wan­ 
dered o n fo o t amo ng the kno lls. Their 
to ps were cro wned with century -o ld 
spruce trees, and their sides clo thed 
with o aks and madro no s and nativ e 


holly . Bu t to the perfect redwoods be­ 
longed the small bu t deep cany on that 
threaded its way among the knolls.

some time during the year.

11,801 were enrolled in state in­ 
stitutions, charitable, correctional and 
penal 
Those in county poor asylums 
numbered 3,009. 
In the county jails 
there were on Sept. 3ft, 1.255. 
Orphans* homes, on the same date, 
had 1.560. 
The estimated population 
of town and city jails was IOO on the 
date named. 
Township trustees aided 43,227 per- 
*ons, and tile truant officers of the 
Ftate took to the schools 22,919 tru­ 
ants. 
The total cost for caring for all 
persons listed was $3,681,275.27, or 
nearly one half as much as is neces­ 
sary for maintaining the entire state 
government for one year, including 
all institutions, the capitol, the three 
state schools and the state’s share of 
the common school tuition.
